llMITS OF SEED VITALITY. 


No Truth In Stories of GerninMlon 


After Thonanads of Yemra. 


'The statement Is frequently made 


n the popular press," said Professor 


H. Pammcl, government botanist, 


that seeds have retained their vitality 
for a long time. Thus It is stated that 
wheat under some conditions bas pre- 
served Its vitality for GO or 100 years, 
t bas frequently been stated that 
wheat taken from Egyptian monu 
ments germinated, but in not a single 
case is this germination authenticated. 
Not a single grain taken from an an- 
cient Egyptian sarcophagus and sown 
>y various persons has ever been 
mown to germinate, and tbe condi- 
lons for preserving tbe seed in these 
Egyptian monuments are better than 
n tbe soil. Tbey are protected from tbe 
air and variations of temperature. Tbe 
experiment which has been most talk- 
ed of Is that of tbe Connt of Sternberg 
at Prague. He bad received tbe grains 
'rote a trustworthy traveler, who told 
him that they were taken from a 
sarcophagus. It is said that two of 
Jiese seeds-gMtnlnated, but it is a well 
mown fact that Impostures are per- 
>etrated by tbe people who dispose of 
ihesc seeds. In some cases they have 
even 'tripped corn or maize Into these 
aarcoplinc-l 


"Many experiments have been made, 


not only In tbls country, but In Europe, 
to determine 'tbe vitality of various 
grain seeds.* Thug, barley retains its 
vitality better than any other cereal, 
ana tbls Is said to retain its vitality 
front'eight to ten years. In tbe case 
of wheat 00 to 100 per cent germinates 
n from one to four years; in five to 
seven years, 85 to 87 per cent In the 
case of rye tbe percentage of germina- 
tion l'i five years dropped to 55 per 
cent; in seven years, 30 per cent; nine 
rears, 13 percent. In the case of corn, 
i made sotne'oiperlments a few years 
ago to determine tbe vitality and fonnd 
tbat corn which was kept in tightly 
closed vessels at tbe age of 20 yean 
bad lost all Its "power of germination. 
Experiments also Indicate that corn 
kept even a few years became largely 
deteriorated and lost much of Its pow- 
er of germination. Even grass needs 
which bave been burled at tome depth 
In tbe Boll and to vessels tightly sealed 
failed to germinate after a dozen o> 
IB yearsV'-^JMcago CbrottW.
